Smith that they hud absolute control 
of the bank and its funds. 


The operations of President Stnith 


and the oilier officials mentioned in 
the bill are said to have been begun 
before the bank opened Friday. Judge 
Smith is said tliea to have borrowed 
money and placed It'ln the treasury to 
decelve'tho state auditor into believing 
that the stock had been paid up. Pres- 
ident Smith was one of the prime mov- 
ers In the formation' of the bank, hav- 
ing subncribed for $70,000 of the stock. 
In order to prevent, if possible, a panic 
and a possible run on the bank it was 
decided to file the bill for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver late Friday night.

Initiative and referendum resolution, 
amended, was reported by the senate 
Judiciary committee and will be on the 
calendar for Tuesday.

The house passed the bill of Repre- 


sentative Roberts, providing that pub- 
lic dances must be licensed by the 
mayors of cities and villages and pro- 
hibiting the sale of intoxicating liquor 
In the building wherein the dance is 
being held or in any room connected 
by iloor or stairway, during the prog- 
ress of the entertainment. The pro- 
visions apply also to roller skating and 
similar entertainments.
